“merely upon the equity and strong 


presentation of his cause leaned often 
upon a broken reed. He who de- 
pended solely upon legal precedents 
was guided by a compass from which 
the magnetic current of integrity had 
departed, and which veered to the 
four corners of space. Nevada was a 
whirl of excitement, a chaos of cor- 
ruption, a very hades of dishonesty ; 
and yet cases involviog millions were 
weckly decided by the courts—and 
such courts! 

Nevada was organized as a territory 
in tke spring of 1861. The frame 
work of our National Territorial sys- 
tey, then as now, provided that the 
executive and judicial officers of a 
Territory should be appointed by the 
President of the United States, and, 
then as now, a practice prevailed—a 
practice pernicicous in theory, and re- 
sulting disastrously in practice—of not 

pointing such efficers from among 
the residents of a Territory, but of 
sending men from distant communi- 
ties tofillthem. If there was ever a 
time when the President of the United 
States should have selected officers, 
and especially judicial officers, with 
extreme care, it was when the commu- 
nity called Nevada was begotten by 
labor and enterprise out of weird des- 
erts and barren hills, and thrown into 
the lap of dazzling affluence. If there 
ever was a time when a President was 
poorly prepared to exercise such care, 
it was when the Territorial offices of 
Nevada were chosen. The President 
was unused to public life, and he was 
elected by a party then strange to 
political dominion. With the cloud 
of war settling rapidly over every spark 
of light upon the shortening horizen, 
with the air full of mighty threats of 
battle, and the Presidential presence 
filled with petty clamors, for office, 
there was neither time ner opportuni- 
ty to properly consider the condition 
of remote’ territories. “Most feebly 
were the wants of Nevada portrayed, 
or the necessities of Nevada under- 
stood, by those who represented Cal- 
ifornia at Washington. ‘Those Sena- 
‘tors and Representatives to whom a 
President might ordinarily have look- 
ed for advice were of opposite political 
faith, and were far more diligent in 
securing supposed party advantages by

Alkali Lands. 

There are milhensof acres of barren 
and at present worthless lands in this 
State, all owing to the presence of al- 
kali in the ground, which kills vege- 
tation. Yet these apparently worth- 
less lands may be made to yield hand- 
somely, if proper means are used to 
that’ end he cost of reclaiming 
these now desert wastes is said to be 
inexpensive, as shown by experiments 
which have been tried in California, | 
In Los.Angeles county, itis stated by 
an exchange, the farmers have been 
treating their alkali lands from aj 
scientific standpoint. Some time ago 
the Grange at that place, like others 
in different parts of the. State, for- 
warded to Prof. Hilgard soils for ana- 
lysis. It is stated that he analyzed 
some of the strong alkali earth, and 
informed the farmers that by using 
six hundred to one thousand pounds 
of gypsum per acre the alkali could be 
overcome. Another sample was sent 
to the Professor by a fariner and the 
latter-concluded to experiment on the 
langl from which the sample was taken. 
It appears that he applied plaster at 
the rate of 1,000 pounds per acre, and 
secured from the land so treated a 
very fine crop ofcorn, while all around 
it, on the very same kind of land, 
planted and cultivated in the same 
manner, save only the application of 
the gypsum, he obtained nothing— 
not even weeds. The subject is one 
of great interest to many farmers in 
this State.

The Grandest Banquet of 
Modern Times, 


A project is on foot to give the 
grandest banquet of modern times in 
Chicago in August, 1880. It is along 
way ahead, but not tuo soon to begin 
for an affair of the magnitude of the 
entertainment in question. It is. to 
be the occasion of the triennial meet- 
ing of the Knights Templar of Amer- 
ica, which is to take place at that time. 
It is expected that in other respects 
this will surpass in the grandeur of 
display and in attendance, all its pred- 
ecessors. The banquet is to seat 
10,000 people, who are to be served in 
all the elegance which characterizes 
the most sumptuous feasts ever spread. 
It is expected to cost something over 
$50,000, and no profits to the caterer. 
The plan is to spreud 100 tables’ capa- 
ble of seating 100 each of the knights 
and their friends upon the lake front, 
if the weather is favorable, and if not, 
in the exposition building, which will 
have to have a temporary ‘‘annex,” in 
order to make its capacity equal to the 
occasion. The waiters will number 
1,000, to be divided into centuries and 
tens. Each hundred will be under a 
centurion, and each gang of ten will 
be under a head waiter. . Each table 
will in this way be’ served by ten 
waiters as promptly as though it com- 
prised the entire banquet. Most of 
the food is to be put upon the tables 
in domestic style, every tenth man, 
for example, carving for his neighbors. 
Immense ranges will be built to ‘cook 
the food, which is to be -first-class in 
every particular.

Many acts of heroism take place in 
the bowels of the earth that go unre- 
corded, which, if heralded to the 
world, would endow the heroes with 
undying fame, but their modesty and 
matter of fact way of looking at these 
thing forbid them from boasting or re- 
lating these incident, and it is only 
occasionally that they become known. 
We happened to get into a casual con- 
versation the other evening with Jack 
Kermeen, foreman at the Hamburg, 
one of the best miners on the lode, 
and he innocently allowed us to lead 
him along until we had gathered a 
half dozen instances of his personal 
experiences and courage that would do 
honor to the bravest soldier that ever 
faced death on the battle field. He 
will blush to find that we took advant- 
_age of him, and wonder what there is 
in the happenings worthy of embalm- 
ing in print, but we will leave that to 
the reader's judgement. Some two 
weeks ago he had just gone down on 
the 450-foot level of the mine, on his 
usual round of inspection,when his at- 
tention was called to a man crawling 
out of an 80 foot deep winze, who fell 
fainting as soon as he reached the 
floor of the drift. Jack rushed to the 
man, found him insensible and saw at 
once that it was the cause of foul air, 
and it flashed across his mind that 
there were more miners in the bottom 
of that drift. To rush to another por- 
tion of the mine and summon assist- 
ancé, grab a rope, hurry back and 
start down the winze ladder, was but 
the work of a minute. Most men 
would have hesitated before venturing 
into the dense carbonic gas, to breathe 
which was almost certain death, but 
he had but one thought, and that was 
to rescue the three men in the winze. 
Reaching the bottom he found them 
lying in a stupor-and insensible. He 
attached the rope to the body of one of 
them, sang out to the miners who had 
gathered at the mouth of the winze to 
haul away, which they did with a will, | 
and soon landed himon top. The op- 
eration was repeated with the other 
two, and Jack dizzy and faint climbed 
out, his temples throbbing with pain, 
and very nearly overcoming his efforts, 
The men fortunately recovered, after 
a course of medical treatment, as also 
did Jack, who was ill for three days 
after the occurrence. 

Some time ago Jack was working in 
the Atlas mine putting in the blast in 
the bottom of a 90 foot winze, in com- 
pany with a brother miner. LEvery- 
thing being ready to fire it, his com- 
panion lit the fire, and both started up 
the ladder, Jack ahead. He had 
climbed about 20 feet when his part- 
ner shouted that he was about to faint. 
Without a moments hesitation, Jack 
skipped back, and, just as the man re- 
laxed his hold, succeeded in grabbing 
a death-grip to his shirt. It was a 
fearfully heavy burden, the man weigh- 
ing 200 pounds; brt, putting forth all 
his muscular energies, he _ slowly 
climbed the ladder, round by round, 
the insensible miner embarrassing his 
progress by his contortions. It was 
almost certaid death unless he suc- 
ceeded in getting out of reach of the 
explosion, and his progress seemed to 
be painfully slow; but he hung on, 
and was within ten feet of the top 
before the blast went off, a sufficient 
distance to place him and his load out 
of harm’s way. Half a dozen rounds 
more brought him to the surface of 
the drift, where depositing the man he 
fell exhausted beside him. The mem- 
ory of that retreat from a horrible fate 
still lingers, and Jack counts on the 
man he rescued as one of his most de- 
voted friends. We might multiply 
instances of his experiences, but the 
two related above are sufficient to 
show the perils that these brave men 
encounter, and the danger that they 
face so stoically every time they go 
down into the depth of the earth. 
Still the miners, like the jolly tar at 
sea during the storm, pity those whose 
occupations keep them continually on 
the surface.

The Shots ‘Yank” Adams Considered 
Easier to Make than Describe.

“The shots I am about to show 
you,” said Mr. Adams, familiarly 
called “Yank” Adams, as he stood 
last night at the head of a billiard 
table in the upper roem of Chris. 
O’Connor’s billiardestablishment, “are 
easy enough to do after one has 
learned how, but they are difficult to 
explain.” Then he twirled a white 
ball faster than any teetotum, and had 
began a series of most wonderful 
plays. Mr. Adams does not use a cue; 
he just chalks his forefinger and 
thumb, and gives the balla twist, 
whereupon it proceeds to go up or 
down or in a circle or round a corner 
or in four different directions at the 
same time, just as Mr. Adams said it 
would.

the cushion in time to make a simul- 
taneous carom with the 
The light-red ball meantime—but any 
one can see that it must have been a 
great deal easier to make this shot 
than to describe it. When the dark 
red got down to the lower left-hand 
corner, and the object ball began to 
move, and the cue ball began to move, 
and the dark red kept on moving all 
the while, and they all came together 
‘fon the fly,” so to speak, in some 
wonderful way, just as Mr. Adams 
said they would, everybody cheered 
heartily, but nobody seemed inclined 
to try to do the shot, though Mr. 
Adams assured them that it was much 
easier to do than to tell how it was 
done. 

Finally, Mr. Adams wished to play 
a game with somebody, and Mr. Ru- 
dolphe being in the audience, was 
called out. Mr. Rudolphe came for- 
ward and took two cues, using them 
as the rustic does the bucelic fork ef 
his ancestors in search of a pea in his 
soup. He forked up the ball and 
poured it as a libation upon the other 
ball’s head, whereupon it straightway 
ran offand hit the other ball. Finally 
there was a miss after several small 
runs. Mr. Adams didn’t seem to see 
any more fun in the game, and ran it 
out in half a minute. Then he made 
caroms from the tops of bottles, and 
all around his hat he twined the red 
ball. Not satisfied with these feats, 
he sent a ball allthe way around two 
sides of an isosceles triangle, when 
every geometrician knows that the 
base is the shortest path; he made the 
carom, however, and appeared satisfied 
He aunounced that this closed the en- 
tertainment, but before everybody 
went he wanted to show them some- 
thing by special request. Then he cut 
a cigar in two, lighted both pieces, 
swallowed one of them while afire, 
and went on smoking the other.

"zeal need not be tempered by state- 
craft or policy. | 
Either of these opposite views are of 
course calculated to produce great in- 
jury. Ag usual, the happy medium 
is the guage of usefulness, and con- 
tains every possibility for good and 
beneficial results. The workingman 
should not excuse inaction by lack of 
learning, because this is no excuse. 
He should omit ino duty to his coun- 
try and its laws because of his non- 
political life, He should, on the 
other hand, never seek to make’ sheer 
strength or brute force stand for intel- 
ligence or legal policies, which should 
be determined by the patriotism and 
intelligence of the entire land. Laws 
should benefit a part of the land. Leg- 
islation should never be sectional, or 
benefit the father at the son’s expense. 
Honest toilers should be protected as 
the strength and support of the entire 
Government. In order to accomplish 
these results workingmen must be- 
come an intelligent and active faction 
in the making of political life. [n- 
action will never correct; force with- 
out thought will never conserve or 
protect. 
honest strength ia the light of experi- 
ence and he will gain his political 


rights.

Rover at this time was living at Lodi, 
California... Being of a more or less 
speculative spirit, he went with Mc- 
Worthy, to whom he had shown vari- 
ous specimens of sulphur, to the Hum- 
boldt House in Humboldt county. 
Rover had evidently owned no partic- 
ular interest in any sulphur mine but 
led MeWorthy to believe that he 
did. The Wright mine was. not 
thought of sufficient worth for Mce- 
Worthy to buy an interest in when he 
had been informed that theye were 
other deposits of sulphur which could 
be worked with profit. The Rabbit 
Hole sulphur mine was found, and 
McWorthy and Rovet commenced to 
work it. Rover claims that he owns 
this mine and gave McWorthy a half 
interest in it as he (Rover) had an in- 
sufficient amount of money to develop 
it. McWorthy claims 
mine. 


CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE KILLING. 


Shortly after the mine was located, 
which location was made in the Spring 
of 1875, McWorthy went to San Fran- 
cisco to getanother party interested in 
the mine, and also buy tools and sup- 
plies. MeWorthy returned with I. 
N. Sharp and the ore sacksetc. After 
a few days the supplies run short, and 
McWorthy went to Mill’s Station for 
more provisions, sacks, awheelbarrow, 
a pair of boots for Rover, ‘etc. Rover 
and Sharp remained at camp. Several 
days having elapsed Sharp went down 
to Mill City, it is said because he did 
not hke Rover’s actions, but Rever 
says, because he, Sharp, thought Mc- 
Worthy was attempting to impose 
upon him, viz., by cheating him in 
their trade in reference to the mine. 
Chas Osburn brought MeWorthy, 
Sharp and the purchased articles to a 
certain. spring four miles’ from the 
mining camp. This was on the 7th of 
April, 1875. . That, evening Sharp 
went into camp to have Rover bring 


the horse down to the spring the next 


morning for the things. Osburn and 
McWorthy remained at the spring. 
Osburn the next morning returned 
home, and Rover came down to the 
spring, as he says, — arriving 
there about 10 o'clock, and returning 
to the camp just before noon. Sharp 
was not there. He ‘had been -mur- 
dered, and the. murderer and the 
other man sat down and ate dinner to- 
gether, worked that afternoon in the 
mine together and slept together that 
night. Rover’s version of the affair is 
that on the evening of the 8th he saw 
aman whom he took then and after- 
wards found to be McWorthy shoot 
another man whom he believed was 
Sharp, and that this shooting was 
done just outside the cabin, and when 
Rover was some fifty yards distant 
from the camp; that McWorthy fast- 
ened a rope to Sharp and dragged him 
off into the ravine in which his re- 
mains were afterwards found,and that 
he returned in afew minutes dragging 
over the track made by Sharp’s : body 
a tree limb with which he made a fire 
and commenced getting supper. Both 
men remained in camp and. at the 
inine for several days.

McWorthy swore out a complaint 
against Rover and he was arrested at 
the mine on the 18th, by Sheriff R. 
Nash, of Humboldt county. All but 
one arm and a portion of one leg was 
found. Sheriff Nash says that every 
action of Rover led: him to believe 
most firmly that he alone was the man. 
Rover's new boots just fitted into the 
footprints made where the remains 
were found. Rovers clothes were 
found stained with blood and a sleeve 
supposed to have) been more _ bloody 
than other portions, had been torn off. 
An Indian by the name of Tom, had 
seen Rover burying portions of the 
body, and afterwards Rover asked

tion, and was held to appear before 
the Grand Jury, which afterwards in- 
dicted him, and he was tried before

Judge Bonnifield, District Judge, and 
found guilty of the crime charged. By 
an informality of the jury’s verdict he 
obtained a new trial. Again he was 
found guilty, but anew trial was again 
granted by the Supreme Court on the 
yround that the Judge had not given 
his charge to the jury in a proper 
form. By this time the case was well 
known in Humboldt, and it was next 
to impossible to find a jury not preju- 
diced against the accused. A change 
of venue was obtained and Rover was 
tried before the Second District, Court, 
and because'of some awkwardness in 
the presentation of his case the jury 
disagreed in their verdict: Again his 
trial came up last July and Rover was 
for the third'time found guilty. Be- 
fore the day for fixing his sentencé’ a 
stay was granted by the Supreme 
Court and his case presented for a 
new trial. - That Court, however, af- 
firmed the decision of the District 
Court, and Judge Wright last month 
sentenced him to be hanged to-day. 
On Monday, the.11th inst, application 
was. made by his attorneys 
Clark and Davies, to the Board of 
Pardons for the commutation of his 
sentence to imprisonment for life. 
His case. was long and patiently heard, 
and. every argument ably put for 
his commutation: by his counsel, yet 
the Board, by unanimous decision, re- 
fused to commute his sentenc>. 
AT A FORMER INTERVIEW 

with Rover we had tried to induce in 
him a belief that he was in reality 
doomed, and had no satisfying hope 
left. All this with the view that if 
the convicted man could but forfeit 
certain delusive hopes, a clearer ex- 
pression might be obtained in regard 
to the circumstances surrounding the 
murder.of I. N. Sharp. . This attempt 
however, was entirely futile, as this 
man, who really stood beneath the 
halter, was entirely beyond the reach 
of any suggestion which impelled him 
to care for the future of a life so soon 
ute be taken trom him. We had, with 
a desire to get a final statement from 
the doomed, declared, with much dis- 
comfort to ourselves, that there was 
no hope forhim upon earth. But all 
of these matters seemed to concérn 
him only as minor incidents in the 
cetitral group, which was—the three 
trials. Points of law and of evidence 
were the matters of great concern to 
Joseph W. Rover even'after man and 
}merey had both denied and refused 
him. | 

Monday} afternoon we again sought 
his presence, but were denied adimis- 
sion by the officers, in obedience to 
instructicns. It-transpired, however, 
‘that the last scene in the tragedy of 
tover’s life had not yet been presented 
to the public, and was reserved for the 
night before the day of execution. 
As we stated Monday, Dr. S. Bish- 
op had certified to his opinion of 
Rover's insanity, and according to the 
law provided, a Sheriffs Court was 
organized and a jury called to enquire 
into the alleged unsound condition of 
Rover's mind.- The jury consisted of 
the following well-known citizens: J. 
C, Hagerman, Erank Bell, H. C. 
Toombs, J. 8S. Shoemaker, Robert 
Ash, Wm. Duck, H. H. Beck, L. L. 
Crockett, J. K. Everett, J. C. Lewis, 


EK, A. Vesey, H. W. Higgins. The 


nesses: Dr. 8. Bishop, Dr. A: Daw- 
son, M. 8. Bonnifield, R. M. Clarke, 

Burchard, 
Richard Nash, A. K. -Lamb, IL N., 
Chamberlain. This court of inquiry 
continued in session until 12 Pp. Mm. 
Monday. Messrs. Boardman, Clarke, 
and Bonnifield appearing for defend- 
ant, and District Attorney Cain man- 
aging the State’s case. The Court 
then adjourned until an early hour 


| Tuesday morning, and met again in 


the District Attorney’s office, and re- 


| suined the discussion of the case. 


Monday night, at a late hour, and 
after adjournment of the Sheriff's 
Court, we at last succeeded in gaining 
an-audience with Rover, and remained 
with him until Tuesday morning. We 
thought that sleep had probably over- 
taken the man in his last night, but 
found him as 

BRIGHT AND WIDE-AWAKE 
as when, upon former occasions, he 
had made the cell ring with denuncia- 


‘tions of those who had been concerned 


in his three famous trials. As usual, 
Rover greeted us with a smile and 
outstretched hand, inviting us to sit 
down and talk with him. The doomed 
man immediately alluded to the con- 
sOlation which he had derived from 
the ministrations of the Sister of St. 
Dominic who had visited him. He 
exhibited his religious emblems with 
great pride and seemed to look upon 


ministrants.,.. whe 


them as tangible guards against some 
portion at/least of the evil which was 
to befall on the morrow. He praised 
very highly, the. merciful — face 
and. conduct of the. ,church 
had brought a 
ray ot hope tv his cell, which he 
never before enjoyed. Putting to him 
again the impossibility of relief from 
the sentence which every, court had 
endorsed, we asked how he regarded 
the future. “I have no fear whatever, 
There never was a cowardly drop of 
blood in my veins, had there been, I 
would have opened them and let it 
out.” “Do you know anything about 


the enquiry which is now pending . 


in your case?” ‘None, whatever, ex- 


cept what I have heard dropped here, — 


still I feel as though there would yet 
be some thing interposed in. my case 
to screen me from unjust punish- 
ment.” The prisoner here mentioned 
correspondence from his sisters, and 
requested that they be read, which we 
did. Prisoner averted his eyes and 
showed plainly that the allusions to a 
Mother’s prayers and Sisterly love was 
trying and hard, to overthrow the 
placid demeanor which he had main- 
tained hitherto. Rover, resuming, 
said that a man standing, as he was, 
beneath the halter, had no reason to 
misrepresent himself. 

“De you intend to make a final 
statement in regard to the murder?” 
“Thave not decided yet whether I 
shall or not, but I may determine to 
do so.” 

“Will this be in any important re- 
spect different from the position which 
you have hitherto maintained?” 

At this the prisoner looked more 
incensed than at any time during the 
interview, and looking resolutely at 
the questioner, replied: ‘‘If you wish 
for me to confess to the murder of I. 
N. Sharp you will wait much longer 
than to-morrow.” At every turn in 
the conversation, Rover would again 
allude to the charity and consolatien 
which had visited his mind through 
the church. The doomed man re- 
turned at times to his case, discussing 


it as usual carefully and earnestly. He 


gave us a complete history of his life 
which we publish in condensed form. 
He repeated every suspicious circum- 
stance which could weigh against 
McWorthy. 


There was, in the opinion of every 
representative of the press who inter- 
viewed Rover yesterday, not one indi- 
cation of insanity, nor yet a shade to 
his conduct which could suggest an 
acknowledgement of guilt. 


_ As the day began to dawn, and the 

gray light glanced along the jail walls, 
Rover raised up in bed and talked still 
more earnestly, as though realizing 
fully that his last sun had risen. After 
submitting to the prisoner’s earnest 
request te remain, until the morning 
was far advanced, we rose to go, as- 
suring Rover that could we make any 
statement for him through these col- 
umns which would be gratifying to 
him, our services would be rendered 
upon simple request. Rover’s last 
words to us were: 

‘‘T still hope that something may 
interpose between me and an unjust 
punishment. And Fr the people can 
interpose and save me from the halter, 
the people of Washoe county. will 
never regret it.” : 

Towards the close of the interview 
Rover’s thoughts seemed to turn upon 
the stern reality which faced him, and 
gave certain Instructions in regard to 
the disposition of his effects. His 
manuscript and letters he desired 
sent to his father and mother in New 
York, through his favorite sister 
Josephine. He sternly forbade any 
allusion to an admission of guilt, and 
declared that the halter could. break 
his neck but not his spirits. The sun 
of Feb. 19th., had risen, the last day 
for J. W. Rover upon earth. We left 
the cell convinced that we should 
again only see him when the grasp of 
the law wrung from him his life in 
payment for another life. 

We left behind usa man who did 
not confess to guilt, fear of death, or 
the near probability of death. 

This morning at 8 o’clock breakfast 
was served to the prisoner, and -he 
partook of it heartily. When asked if 
he had anything to send to friends he 
gave directions in regard to disposi- 
tion of his pictures, and letters, and 
asked that a large Bible and pictures 
at Lodi should be sent to his sister 
Josephine. Rover was still more 
happy in his spiritual comfort. this 
morning. He kissed the cross con- 
stantly and asked for the society of the 
Sister of St. Dominic andthe Priest, 
which was readily and cheerfully 
granted. At the hour of 12 Deputy 
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Chamberlain visited the cell and re- 
moved the weight from the doomed 
When he entered the cell 
Rover asked, ‘‘What are you going to 
do with me now?’

The inquiry into Rover’s sanity or 
insanity had been concluded as to 
testimony and submitted without ar- 
gument. : | 

Excited throngs of men crowded 
the halls and rooms of _ the 
Court-house discussing every proba- 
bility of delay or defeat of the execu- 
tion. The verdict of the jury was 
consequently awaited with the greatest 
interest. Crowds gathered about 
every window and crack through 
which a sight of the gallows might be: 
obtained, and other crowds followed 
the officers about asking for permits 
which it was impossible to grant. A 
general impression began to prevail 
that some unforseen chance was bene- 
fitting the prisoner when the jury 
appointed to enquire as to Rover's 
condition of mind disagreed in their 
verdict, the jury standing 7 for sane 
and 5 for unsound mind. Verdict re- 
turned at 12:30 

At 12:40 the prisoner was dressed, 
and it was but a few short steps, a few 
brief moments, to the gallows in this 
crisis, and when death was a surety, 
beyond a possibility of escape, the 
prisoner said to Detective Len Harris 
who was in his cell, ‘‘Len, I’ve got to 
die, but | committed that 
crime.”’ 

The ministers of the Catholic Church 
were unremitting in their attentions, 
and Rover derived much consolation 
therefrom. At1 oclock Pp. M., and 
before the prisoner was brought out, 
he said to this writer, when shaking 
hands for the last time on earth, 
‘“‘T must die, but am 
the crime of which I stand accused. 
What I stated as witness was true 
and stated to the best of my 
ability, I know nothing more than [| 
have stated in regard to the murder of 
I, N. Sharp. The prisoner ate heartily 
at dinner, remarking that it was his 
last upon earth. At 1:15 p. m. Sheriff 
Lamb announced that the time had 
arrived, and Rover, proceded, 
supported by Father Pettit and Sher- 
iff Lamb. He walked with evident 
determination to bear up, but was 
visibly weaker than he had ever been. 
He mounted the- seaffold with little 
assistance, and listened attentively to 
the reading of the death warrant by 
Deputy Shenff Chamberlain. 


Upon the . scaffold supporting the 
prisoner were Sheriff Swift of Carson, 
Len Harris, James H. Kinkead, 
Sheriff Lamb and Deputy Sheriff 
Chamberlain.

The New Pope. 


The Catholic world has but led the 


vanguard of the populous states of} 


Europe and America, in that deep in- 
terest which has been felt as to who. 
should succeed Pope Pio Nono.° It 
was not simply the man, but the class 
gaa principle of which he is the ex- 
ponent. The Conclave of Cardinals 
have been in session for several days. 
Of course they practically ignored the 
infallibility doctrine and arrayed them- 
selves in factions. The question of 
the nationality of the incoming pon- 
tiff was very soon decided in favor of 
Italy. But the faction in the Church 
Conservative or Ultramontane was one 
‘over which there was as careful finesse, 
as close calculation and planing as in 
a National Political Convention. 
Monday the Conclave met and con- 
tinued in secret session y.til Wednes- 
day afternoon. The smoke from the 
burning ballots at 12:30 led the crowd 
to believe that no result had been at- 
tained, butat 1:15 Pr. m Cardinal Cateroni 
appeared in the grand gallery of the 
Vatican Basilica and announced in the 
customary formula Cardinal Pecci’s 
succession to the Papacy. The vast 
throng lustily cheered him, and he 
entoned the ‘‘Benedice’” and pro- 
nounced a benediction. The Holy 
Father was elected by the method 
known as *‘By Adoration.”  Pecci’s 
election means a defeat to Ultramon- 
tane Catholics who, feel purious at the 
result: of the election. This result 
further means the expression of the 
growth of a more liberal spirit in the 
Catholic Church. Gradually the se- 
verities of religious faith are being 
molified by the various influences ex- 
erted by advancing knowledge and 
civilization. The days of the Hoben- 
staufens and of Gregory VII have 
passed; the Guelfs and Ghiberlines 
have assumed other names and mani- 
fest their antagonisms in widely dif- 
ferent ways. The Catholic faith, once 
the leading faith, has suffered a check 
in its influence by reason of the radi- 
ical grounds taken by the Ultramon- 
tanists. Yesterday’s election marks 
the initiatory step to an era of more 
enlightened progress. The result is 
indeed gratifying, for the leaven of lib- 
eralism infused into that church, 
which numbers its millions of believ- 
‘ers, by Wiseman, Dollinger and 
others, had scarcely been presumed 
during the admirable yet Ultramen- 
tane regime of the deceased Pope to 
have attained a controlling influence. 
The unsatisfactory relations existing 
between the late King of Italy and 
Chancellor Bismarck of Prusia are, by 
the election of Pecci, greatly amelior- 
ated, and it is very probable that there 
will be no excommunication of King 
Humbert, no embittered controver- 
sies over a Count Von Armin. The 
new Pope takes the name of Leo XIII. 
The new Pope is described by a 
Rome as a to the London) 
Times, as follows 


“Pecci is tall, with a fine head, high 
forehead, narrowing at the temples, a 
long face and straight features. He 
has a large mouth and prominent chin, 
a cheerful, open countenance and large | 
well- -shaped ears. His face reminds: 
one of Consuvi, the renowned Minis- | 
tor of Pius VII. He has a fine, sonor- 
ous voice, great dignity, even auster-_ 
ity of manner in public life, but  pri-| 
vately is affectionate, unassuming, | 
sociable and witty. As © amerlengo, 
he has been the head of that party | 
which, without formally renounc- 
ing the right of the Holy See, 
acknowledges the wisdom of the de- | 
crees of Providence, accepting 
seems to be irrevocably accomplished 
facts. The general opinion is, that for 
learning, tact, energy, dignity, amia- 
bility, real moral worth and _ sincere 
piety, the Sacred College could not 
find a more deserving Pope than Car- 
dinal Pecci. Carninal Petci’s private 
life at all periods is above reproach. 
He has considerable literary talent, 
and has written poetry. He has never 
had intercourse with the functionaries 
of the present Italian Government, 
but is esteemed by them all, and those. 
with whom the necessity of his duty 
brings him into contact are perfectly 
charmed with him.

Ever since the arson and murder 
committed by a Chinaman named Ah 
Chuey, in the Western Addition of 
Reno, we have studied upen the method 
employed by Chinamen to make mur- 
ders and robbery unpunishable when 
done in the interests of a company. 
We believe that there is a crowd of 
Celestial Danites attached to. every 
well managed Chinese company, and 
that Ah Chuey isa most distinguished 
member of sucha crowd.

On Monday 
last Chief Breen of Virginia City vol- 
unteered his services to bring Ah 
Chuey to Reno, and arrived accom- 
panied L. T. Cowie, a lawyer of Com- 
stock proclivities. ©The Chinaman 
was lodged in jail by Breen, who, in- 
stead of returning home as he had our 
permission to do, remained over, and 
from time to time speke to Justice 
Richardson about the examination of 
Ah Chuey. His Honor had, however, 
received a telegram from Justice 
Moses of Virginia which caused him 
to feel as though he had : plenty of 
time. A. K. Lamb, Sheriff, had also 
received a dispatch from Stephens and 
Kirkpatrick, setting forth their  sus- 
picion that a swap had been made and 
advising the holding of this Chinaman. 
On Tuesday the Rover case and At- 
torney Cain’s absence made a good ex- 
cuse for Judge R., who was again re- 
quested to hold the examination so 
that he (Breen) might go home. Our 
readers will understand that he might 
have gone the day before had he so 
elected. On Tuesday night Officer

They 
would not shrink from giving -the 
truth, whether it hurt Breen or not, 
because he had not acted right in the 
matter. Breen stated to us that he 
took the train at Gold Hill, while 
Cowie said that he started from Vir- 
ginia. It was proven that Ah Chuey 
was iu jail on Monday morning, so 
that it will go hard with Messrs. Breen 
and Cowie if they cannot show a good 
excuse for the escape of the murder- 
ous villain committed to their care. 
District Attorney Drake stated that 
evening to a Gazette reporter that the 
case looked very dark at present, but 
he hoped that the Chief, might be able 
to explain. Mr. Cowie, to use acom- 
mon phrase, donned a great many 
‘‘airs’ when before Justice Richard- 
son, and, had it not been for a parting 
shot from Beemer, would have gone 
away with the impression that he 
owned Washoe county. We are dis- 
posed, however, to excuse the gentle- 
man’s bearing on consideration of the 
circumstances surrounding the case. 
We are authorized by ‘‘Sweet Wil- 
liam” to state that if anybody wants 
to trade for more Chinamen, his office 
will be open for them. . He will not 
exact $1600 apiece for them, but will al- 
ways object to any Metropolitan police 
transacting the business without first 
holding consultation with him. 
If the charges against Cowie and 
Breen are sustained, they should be

THREATENED TROUBLE FROM IN- 
prans.—The Albany, Oregon, Register 
of a late date seems to anticipate 
trouble from the Indians of the Upper 
Columbia River, as will be seen from 
the following paragraph:

Rapids, on the Columbia river, above 
the mouth of the Snake, are greatly 
alarmed with regard to the movements 
of the Indians under Chief Moses.

them. One experience as an Indian 
outbreak is sufficient to last at least a 
decade, and the people are anxious 
that the authorities should look into 
the matter and take the proper steps 
to nip the uprising that may be con- 
templated by the Indians now while 
there is a possibility of doing it with- 
out the loss of life and destruction of 

roperty. Gen. Howard is said to 
have expressed the belief that if he

to be called to Washington City soon, 
and in all probability will have no op- 
portunity to see the disaffected red 
men.

Of the silver half dollars those of 
1796 and 1797 are the most valuable, 
choice examples of these dates being 
worth from $15 to $20. Good ones of 
other years previous to 1807 will bring 
from $2 to $4. One of this class of 
1815 is quoted at $2 50, and then they 
are of little rarity till 1836, when a 
speciinen with reeded edge and a head 
of 1837 is valued at $3 or $4. - The 
other issue of this year is worth $1. 
The next dates of note are 1850, 1851 
and 1852, vulued at $1°50, $2 50 and 
$3 respectively. More recent dates 
are only valuable to collectors when in 
perfect condition, ‘‘proofs” of later 
issues only being desired, and they 
range in worth from $1 25 to $8. 

Quarter dollars are likewise a 
speculative issue, and therefore, favor- 
ites with dealers, particularly the dates 
1827, which are excessively rare, and 
command from forty-five to. seventy- 
five dollars each. The 1853 issue 
without arrows is also “much ‘sought 
after, fair specimens bringing from 
six to eight dollars. The only other 
dates worth over a dollar for ‘‘good 
examples” are; 1824, $1 50; 1822, $2; 
1819, $1 75; 1815, $2; 1807, $2; 1806, 
a 1805, $1 50; $1804, $4, and 1796, 


Silver dimes are still more valuable 
as a Class then the quarters, their 
smaller size and more general  ¢ircu- 
lation having made ‘pood! specimens 
rather scarce in all the earlier dates. 
From 1828 back to 1796 they range in 
worth from $1 to $7, except in five 
instances. The high rates are: 1824, 
$3 50: 1822, $5;: 1811; $2 50; 1809, 
$3; 1807, $2; 1803, $3; 1805, $6; 1801, 
$5; 1800, $7; 1798. $5; 1797, $5 and 
1796, $4. An 1830, with a draped 
figure of Liberty hike 1841, is worth 
$1, as is a good issue of 1846. 

Of all the minor coins, however, an 


11802 half-dime is the chief in cost, 


the price ranging from $75 to $200, 
according to quaiity. A good speci- 
men of wwany\other dates is, neverthe- 
less, a handy thing to have, as will be 
noted by the following quotations: 
1794, $4; 1796, $4; 1797, $2; 1800, 
$1 25; 1801, 6$; 1803, 4%; 1804, $4; 
1840 (with drappery), 18 1846, $1 75. 


From that date until 1873, when the 


coinage closed, no unusual worth at- 
taches to thiselass. A first class spec- 
imen of the last named date is worth 
fifty cents; however. 

For the three cent silver pieces 
there is but little speculative sale, as 
their period only reaches from 1851 to 
1875, including both those years. By 
far the most valuable of all of them is 
the 1855, a perfect specimen of which 
is worth $2. From 1863 to 1869, an 
uncirculated one is worth 50 cents. 
All the other dates are. of small value. 
—Boston Post.
